payers askiug them to authorize the 
uew Counuoil to take into consideration 
aud Feport apou the desirability of 
erecting new Municipal buildings. ‘The 
meaus by whioh it is hoped that the 
cost of the new buildings will be de- 


frayed are indicated generally in the 


published minates of the Couucil. It 


‘is by the sale of a portion of the 


Mauicipal lands. In the preseut state 
of affuirs hero, it is in the highest 
degree improbable that the Ratepayers 
would be induced to listen te auy pros 





posal which involved the borrowing of 
money, or the appropriation of any of 
the public funds to this purpose. Bat, 
if it is shown at the meoting on the 
28th current that thero is a necessity 
for new Municipal buildings, aud that 
the cost of them can be defrayed from 
the sale of land which can be spared 
without detriment to the public in- 
torests, the Ratepayers will probably 
the instruction to the new Council 
which tho present one will propose. 
To do so will bind the Ratepayers to 
nothivg. ‘be new Council will, if ine 
structed, no doubt make a full examin 
tion into the condition of the Municipal 
buildings. As far as that portion of 
the suggestious of the Connoil goes the 
Ratepayers will be guided to a decision 
by what may bo disclosed of the suits 
ability to their purpose, aud the condi« 
tion of the presont buildings. IE these 
must come down at au carly time aud 
others be orected iu their place, the 
sooner that is set about the better. 
What will lead to most debate will be 
the means by which it is euggeated that 
the cost may be provided, aud-the cote 
templated building of «Town Hall. We 
may leave the question of selling a part 
of the Municipal lands to erect new 
buildings with their proceeds, to be 
considered when the next Council shall 
have reported on the subject, But 
tho suggestion to build a Town Hall 
may be doalt with now. The waut of 
a Town Hall has long been felt here, 
Iudeed, we believe that as soon as the 
community bad become large euough to 
stand in need of Muuicipal institutions 
it was proposed to build a Town Hall, 
Botweeu thirty and forty years ago a 
committee of Ratepayers was appointed 
to look out for a suitable site for such 
a building. ‘his Committee advised 
the Ratepayers to do nothing in the 
matter as the cost of a site would be 
some five thousand dollars! Sube 
sequently the matter engaged the ate 
teution of the public ou more than one 
occasion, and we think that more Com= 
mittees considered and reported on it, 
Plaus for Municipal buildiugs, in which 
a Town Hall was included, wero obs 
tained from architects, and exhibited 
to the public over tou years ago 
Bad times, however, overtook the com~ 
munity, the intention of erecting Muui- 
cipal offices on s handsome scale was 
abaudoued, and since then nothing has 
been heard of a Lown Hall, but tha 
frequently expressed wish that we 
Posseszed one. In the interval sinoe 
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the matter’ was Inst fairly brought 
before the public the foreign com- 
munity has largely incrensed. Aud, in 
spite also of trade losses ocensionally, 
tho wealth of Shanghai has undoubtedly 
beon much augmented. Tho number 
of people who go to balls and other 
ontortainments of a festive or culiured 
kind is now very much grenter than it 
then, ‘Thero is no suitable place 
whore public meetings can be held, or 
“balls and concerts given, A Mani- 
“cipal Hall would provide such a room; 
aud might therefore add considerably to 
the socia! and cultivated enjoymouts of 
the, public, We should expect that if 
the commanity possessed a Hall where 
debate could be held, public meetings 
would take place occasionally, when 
auy question of importauce stirred the 
minds of people. Publio spirit is 
somowhnt languid among us, but, possi- 
bly, if here were a gathering place the 
Knowledge that it was available would 
stimulate grenter interest in affairs. To 
change the reflection addressed by King 
John to Hubert “ Oft the sight of means 
to do good’ deeds, makes good d 
done.” It is probable that intettain- 
monts of all kinds would inorenso in 
number and they would be eld undor 
ciroumstances of much greater comfort 
than are now enjoyed, It would be 
waste of time to prove this. Indeed 
wo aro certain that, whether the uext 
Couneil reports in favour of the im- 
mediate reconstruction of the Municipal 
offices or not, whenever now public build. 
ings aro erected o Town Hall will form 
part of thom. And if the outlook in 
business and affairs in genoral here 
“wero only a little less uncertain, aud a 
Tittle more cheerful, we should say that 
the best thing the community could do 
would be to make up their minds to 
build new Municipal offices, including 
a Town Hall, even if they bad to de. 
voto some of the revenue from taxation 
to doing so, There area great many 
non-resident proprietors of houses and 
Jands here, who do nothing for the com. 
muuily, who receive large iucomes from 
the pluce, aud who might be called on 
or made to provide some of the cost of 
the buildings beyond theie common 
share in the public burdens, Although 
nothing is said of it in the minutes of 
the Cuunoil, wo have heard that the 
erection of a Clock tower is likely to 
form part of the new scheme, but we 
scarcely think the Ratepayers would 
approve of oue-being pat up on their 
present lauds, To bo of the best ser- 
‘vice to the community a clock shonld 
bo on the Baud where it could be seen 
from the shipping. The Customs might 
fairly be asked to defray the cost of a 
clock and tower on the Bund, or at all 
‘events of a large portion of it, as Chinese 
vessels would share the advantages 
it it would offer to all. Au excellent 
ito for a Clock tower would be as 
nearly as possible opposite to thie Custom 
House, and this, with the suggestion of 
asking tho Imporial Customs to erect 
ous there, or elsewhere, we throw out 
for the consideration of the Council,

‘The Hongkong Harbour Master has no- 
tified that the military authorilies are 
about to lay a  mino-field” on the Hong- 
kong side of the Ly-e-mun Pass for the 
purpose of making experiments. ‘The field 
will be marked by two buoys moored in the 
contre of the Pass, and master of vossols 
aro requested to keep on the north-oast or 
Chinese side of the buoys, For extra pre- 
caution, gnard-boats will be stationed to 
warn shipmasters previous to firing the 
mines. 

‘Whon the Fooksang passed the Chinkiang, 
the wrock was still on an even keol and the 
tops of the lower masts were out of water. 
There wore no junks nor boats in the 
vicinity. 

Wo noticed a doparture from naval 
etiquette on Thursday afternoon. A Chinese 
man-of-war from the Arsenal passed down 
the river. When abreast of the foreign 
mon-of-war she dipped her flag to them. 
We believe the only other instance on 
record of a man-of-war dipping her flag 
was when one of them collided with a 
British mau-of-war anchored off the Settl 
ment. By the accident, the British shij 
ensign halliards carried away, and th 
consequently fell ou deck. ‘The captain of 
tho Chinese man-of-war, in the confusion, 
evidently thought the flag was dipped on 
purpose, and he did the same. 

The United States war vessels Juniata 
and Monocdcy left Shanghai on Friday 
afternoon, the former for Nagasaki and 
the latter’ for Canton via the coast. port 
As they got out of the chow chow” water, 
they exchanged courtesies with the Unit 
States Consulate. 

‘The Portuguese Government have given

purchased on very reasonable terms. 

Chinese boatmen are proverbial for their 
apathy and inertness when they a 
danger of being ruu down by atoamers.

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THE SOOCHOW CREEK. 
‘Unness something effectual is done, 
and that soon, there is every probability 
of the Soochow Creek ceasing to be a 
tidal waterway, or perhaps any kind of 
waterway in its present course, at a 
very early poriod, ‘The bunding opera- 
tions at its mouth are sufficiently 
serious and threatening to tie channel. 
But what has beon done farther up the 
Creek, aud ia till going on, does un- 
doubtedly endanger its actual-existence. 
Lot any one go at low water to the 
Szechuen Road bridge and he will see 
what wemenn, The banding-out of Mr, 
Ince’s property las caused the forma- 
tion of a new foreshore which at low 
water is uncovered to within a foot or 
two of the contre arch of the bridge. 
‘Phat is therefore the only arch through 
which the traffic can pass when the 
water in the Creek islow. For on the 
northern bauk there are moored an 
immouse collection of oargo boats, and 
these provent any of the arches to the 
north of the centre one boing used at 
any stato of the tide, ‘To all intents and 
purposes, thorofore, the Szechuon Road 
bridge Lins only one arch through which 
boats of oven the smallest size may pass 
daring the greater part of the day or 
night. The new foreshore has rapidly 
jcroached ou the Creek since the bund. 
ing-out opposite to Mr. Tuce’s property 
was completed, aud at ils present rate of 
increase it will extend half way across 
the Greek ina very short time. ‘The 
large quantity of mud brought down 
by the water of the Creek, and carried 
into it each tide, aro quite sufficient to 
produce obstructions, and it deposits on 
tho banks what will speedily create 
extended foreshiores. But at the part 
of the Soochow Creek to which we 
specially refor noglect of ordinary con- 
servation aud of everything ‘which 
might safeguard tho channel of the 
Crevk lave brought about a most 
dangerous state of affairs. We shall 
say nothing now abont the out-band- 
ing of Mr, Ince’s property, as the subject 
may bo brought before the public in 
another way. We cull attention, how- 
ever, to the collection of bricks and 
rabbish, in form of a landing place, 
which projects from the new bunding 
here into the Creek, This is eufficiont 
of itself to canso a great silting up on 
the bauk, and should never have been 
permitted. Bat what has doue most 
harm to the Creek, and is full of 
angor to its navigation is, that several 
timber yards have been. permitted 
ou the southern bauk. Logs of timber 
are brought to the shores, and moored 
there or allowed to fiud their own 
moorago in the soft mud. They 
obstruct the flow of water, especially A 
those times when the ebb tide is slug- 
gish, and aro probably the most rapid 
Sauk. formers that could employed. When 
we saw this part of the Creek a fow 
days ago several large logs were lying 
partially embedded in the mud of the 
banks. Some wero athwart the stream, 
































others at a slight angle to it, but all 
catching and keeping the mud in the 
water. Already large tracks of mud, 
which have been mostly formed by the 
obstraction caused by these woodyards, 
are disclosed. ‘They are rapidly in- 
crensing in extent, and we have been 
assured on the best engineering autho- 
that they most serionsly menace 
the very existence of the Soochow 
Creok, In one word, it is said that un- 
the pre raceful neglect is 
soon remedied, aud proper measures of 
conservation adopted to prevent the 
forther formation of new foreshores, 
the Creek must soon cease to become a 
tidal stream. Whiol.means, that it will 
not be the great waterway over which 
perhaps the largest part of the traffic 
of the interior of the province with 
Shanghai is carried. 

‘Woe have referred only to one part of 
the Creek because it is about there that 
the chief damnge, from which dangor 
may be expected, has been dor Bat 
every here aud there on its banks, 
farther than the anthority of the Mani- 
cipal Council oxteuds, things threaten. 
ing to stop, as they now impede, the 
navigation of the stream, have been per- 
mitted. Foreiguers and Chin have 
“grabbed” the foreshores of their lots. 
Tu some cnses bamboo fences have been 
erected on the foreshore, Chinese have 
been seen complacently measuring the 
new ground which they consider they 
have Uius acquired. Logs of timber, 
sampans, and small cargo-boats in want 

are left on the bauks, and are 
expensive but certain way of 
increasing the laud. For a long way 
ap the Creek the state of matters 
scarcely, if at all, better than down 
near its mouth, Stringent measures 
will have to be adopted to clear away 
the obstructions on the banks, that 
acenmulate mud there, and no time 
should be lost in’ setting about 
doing this. ‘ho present disgraceful 
condition of affairs should never 
have been permitted by the Municipal 
Councils of Inte years. They aud the 
Surveyor seem to have been asleep in 
this matter, and that is a more charitable 
view of their conduct than to suppose 
that having seen what was going on 
they permitted some things to be done, 
and others to be left undone, the com- 
bined effect of which on the Creek 
every one can see, 

The large collection of cargo bonts 
below the Szechnen Road Bridge must 
also be prejadicial to the Creek. Why 
are they allowed to remain there? 
Some of them are not moved from 
their moorings, we are told, from one 
year’s end to the other. They are in 
the Creek because they are of no use 
elsewhere, and it is cheaper and safer 
to have them docked in a way there. 
Bat they are so numerous as to occupy 
& great part of the Creek above. the 
Garden Bridgo aud above the Bridge 
at Szechnon Road. They do in fact 
fill up the arches of the latter bridge 
to the:central arch.

Mr. Orr-Ewing died a few

sand pounds was in Scotland ; Mr, Orr. 
Ewing was a domiciled Scotsman and 
his children reside there. Three of the 
trustees of his settlement reside in 
Scotland and three in Englund, Some 
time ago a gentleman acting as nearest 
friend to an iufant, in the phraseology 
of the Court of Chancery, petitioned 
that Court, and in answer thereto the 
Court of Appeal ordered that the whole 
estate should be brought within its 
jurisdiction and administered by its 
officials. This had been done before in 
the case of the estate of Sir W. Stirling 
Maxwell without provoking much com- 
meut from the Scottish press. If this 
order should be maintained the Trastees 
of the estate will be compelled to bring 
their whole trust management to Lon- 
don, and will be unable to do anything 
in the trust without the consent of the 
officials of the Court of Chancery. 
While the Trustees remain in Scot- 
land this order will have no power 
over them or their. actions, as it

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if any of the Trustees should ven- 
ture into Hugland they will be subject 
to tho direst punishment which the 
outraged dignity of Buglich law can 
enforce. The Scottish Trnstecs were 
naturally by no means satisfied with 
this state of affairs, aud applied for 
relief to the Court of Session.

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO. 
——-— 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Elopura Sandakam, 
18th January, 1884, 

Having been led to the belief that regular 
communication existed between Hongkong 
and the British North Borneo Company's 
territory, I left Shanghai early in December, 
intending to make my advent at the so- 
called “own” of Elopura—of which more 
‘anon—and which I fully expected to find 
a veritable “Eldorado.” On my arrival at 
‘Hongkong I speedily ascertained that owing 
to some mismanagement there was no direct 
steamer to be obti od, I 
quence detained in that colony from the 
Gth January until the 7th February, when 
T embarked on board the British steamer 
‘Amatista, J. Hamlyn master, than whom 
a more capable and genial gentleman does 
not exist. 

"At G p.m. wo were under weigh, and I 
met my fellow passengers to the Promised 
Land, viz., a gentleman from Shanghai and 
a gottleman late of the Hongkong Bar. 
With a fair wind but rather rough sea we 
continued down the China sea, and at 9 
‘a.m. on the 18th we anchored in the Bay 
of Toilo in the Philiphine Islands in order 
to discharge a partial cargo of salt. At 11 
am, a'Spanish pilot came on board and 
ordered us to remain where we then were 
until the Medical Officor of the port 
had visited the vessel, Wo continued at 
anchor until’2 p.m., when I spied a very 
large Spanish flag approaching our vessel 
and we anxiously awaited its arrival 
Provious to leaving Hougkong I had heard

machine, which I can conscientiously de- 
scribe as a *Dug-out,” and which was 
navigated by a crew of four naked Malays. 
It further contained the medical officer 
of the port, who as accompanied by three 
in uniform, each carrying a rifle, 
cartridge pouch, and peeping 
nto one of the latter and seeing 
it filled with ball cartridges I was on my 
best behaviour from that minute. After 
the officer had made minute enquiries into 
tho health of the passengers and crew, he 
formally viewed the vessel inside out, but 
not finding anyone suffering from disease 
of any kind he called for the Bill of Health, 
and with it took his departure. At4 p.n 
permission was given to the ¥ 

the port, and at 5 p.m., it being apparently 
dead low-water, the Pilot gave the order to 
get under weigh, when the vessel moved 
Slowly past a dilapidated fort situated at 
the mouth of a creek which is here called 
the River of Iloilo and which certain'y is 
notas wide as the length of our vessel. We 
had scarcely passed the fort when our 
vessel took the grouud, where she remained 
for some two hours or so, when, the tide 
rising, she floated off. ' Half an hour 
afterwards we were alongside the wharf at 
tiie left hand side of the river going in, 
but were forbidden to land as the vessel 
had not then entered at the Custom House,

aud until 10 a.m, the following day sentries 


carrying loaded muskets paced up and down 
the wharf near the side of our vessel, a 
plank not even being allowed to be placed 
from the vessel to the wharf. 

‘Phe town of Iloilo is said to be the scene 
of frequent earthquakes, in consequence 
of which the buildings are constructed of 
very light materials and all of any pre- 
teuce to respectability are roofed with gal- 
vauized corrugated iron, The eaves are 
extended so as to form a kind of verandah 
on two or more sides under which exten- 
sion various goods are stored, sugar in 
bags predominating, so much so that not- 
withstanding the export season was just 
over the smell of sugar predominated 
everywhere and in sevoral places the ground 
was) literally saturated with molasses, 
Hero and there immense heaps of discarded 
sugar bags were the scene of attraction for 
hundreds of pariah pigs which appeared to 
have their familiesand homesamonget them. 

During our stay of four anda half days 
I did not observe any such commercial 
activity as does not fail to strike one in 
all the por's of China, for here the Spanish 
siesta is observed, and between 11 a.m, 
aud 3 p.m, all business ceases, doors are 
closed and window-shutters put up, and as 
far as I could observe every one went to 
sleep. Consequently during our stay our 
vessel managed to hucry through with just 
as much work as could have been ‘put 
through in the slowest treaty port in China 
in as many hours. 

At LL a.m, on the 14th it was announced 
that our last bag of salt was discharged, and 
that we were to start immediately after the 
Captain of the Port had visited the vessel. 
But one of the enterprising armed indivi- 
duals had somehow somewhere fancied 
ho had discovered « smell of opium, and 
tway thereafter down to our ¥ 
‘came an enormous coupé laboriously drawn 
by two diminutive steeds resembling Manila 
ponies. ‘This coupé contained a Sergeant 
of the Military Guard and three more 
armed individuals, who at the word of com~ 
mand descended from the vehicle, and after 
being rapidly put through their facings 
stormed on board of our vessel and proceeded 
to rausack her from stem to stern. The 
paid particular attontion to the 
department, for many were th 
looking appliances which wero disclosed 
to view. At length, the search for opium 
proving fruitless, at 5 p.m. we cast off 
rom the wharf and soon left the con- 
solidated realm Of Philip and Mary be- 
hind us, our vessel heading direct for the 
British North Borneo Company's Territory 
on the N.E, coast of Borneo—viz., Elo- 
pura, Sandakan, where we arrived on the 
A7th after a most delightful passage of 
sixty-four hours from Iloilo, it thus having 
taken me, including my detention in Hong- 
Kong, forty-one days between this aud 
Shanghai. 

16 miserable collection of bamboo and 
Nepa-lea shanties of which the so-called 
town of Elopura is comprised is situated 
in the Boy of Sandakan, and when tho 
first settlers arrived there, owing to the 
denso impenetrable jungle which exists 
everywhere, aud which extends down to 
the water's edge, they were, in order to 
literally obtain standing-room, compelled 
to drive piles into the foreshore between 
the edge uf the jungle and the sea, ‘This 
foreshore is mostly composed of mud; 
consequently these shanties are built in 
rows, supported upon rough saplings or 
bamboos, and are elevated just above the 
highest point reached by the tide when at 
the full. ‘They are each formed of one com- 
partment only, of about ten or twelve foot 
square, and ate floored with split bamboo 
and framed with either bamboo or light 
saplings. The roof isformed of spear-shaped. 
leaves of about two feet long by two inches 
wide, which are fastened together by the 
stalks and are kept down to the, frame- 
work by means of bamboos laid over 
them across the roof and fastened together 




















































































at the ridge by means of twidsted grass. 
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‘These shanties are about soven feet high 
at the eaves and eleven feet from floor 
to ridge. ‘They have openings iu lieu of 
doora aud windows, and one side of a row is 
separated from the other side by about 
nine fest, ‘The flooring from one row 
continual to the opposite row, thus flooring 
constituting the streets, under which the 
tide ebbs and flows, "All traffic passes 
over this framework between the row andthe 
street, At every step one makes, the whole 
concern creaks and groans under one’s 
Weight, ‘The consequent noise is ind 
soribable, and one experiences at every 
step a feeliug akin to that of passing 
over a dangerous scaffolding, momen- 
tarily expecting the whole concern to 
descend bodily with a crash into the 
slush over which one is passing. The 
whole town, if such I may be permitted to 
call it, and which is at present populated 
by about 600 or 700 Chinese coolies and 200 
to 300 Sulus and Malays, was erected by 
and at the British North Borneo Company's 
expense, and their achome has hitherto 
been, a8 soon as occupiers of the before- 
described shanties have been induced to 
roside in them at an annual rental of $6.00, 
to map the shanties into lots measuring 
36X66 ft, and to put them and the sub- 
merged land up to public auction—the 
Company stipulating in the deed of sale 
that, failing paymout of the above rental, 
tho Taud will revert to the Company. 

‘The appearance of the town is wretched 
in the extreme, and I conscientiously 
clare the city of Shanghai within the w 
to bea wealthy Sanitarium in comparison 
with it, Ofshops there are none, if one 






























does not include such as deal in fruit and 
vegetables ; and even these edibles have to 
be imported from Su-lu and Hongkong. 
Consequently there is no commerce, for 





‘The wharf, which is also constructed of 
Damboo, and alongside of which our steamer 
is lying, is extended 100 or 150 feet sea- 

‘of the before-described wretched 
habitations, I have just returned from 
my intended visit to the Resident, having 
deen driven back by the rain which has 
been falling in torrents ever since our 
val, ‘Tho steamer leaves for Shanghai 
to-morrow morning, and in my next I will 
continue my account of my journeyings 
horeabouts. 

















(PROM A CORRESPONDENT AT CANTON.) 

‘Last week news arrived here from Chi- 
nego rources that the Fronch had beon 
by the Black 

Flags, I placed no credence in the state- 
mont ; but three days ago a Chinese friend 
ropeated the same thing in a manner that 
made me hesitate. ‘There may bo some 
grounds for it ; we know that the French 
have suffered. From all I have heard and 
seen, Ihave come to the conclusion that the 
French in Tonquin are not so irresistible 
as BI. Ferry seems to think. ‘The Chinese 
talk much about this rumoured victory. 
‘ho fact is, the Freuch are so sharp that 
trustworthy reporters caunot get so much 
as a scrap of news that has not been scru- 
tinised, or has not come direct from them- 
selves. Of course everything that does 
got publicity is thon in’ their favour, It 
‘appears however, according to my inform- 
ant, that a Fronch force, preceded by some 
Anhamese auxiliaries, was marching on the 
outposts, attempting to carry them by sur- 
prise, when a large body of Black Flags, 
and some Yiinnan men, attacked them 
the reat, completely defeating the column. 
‘The French made very little effort to defend 
themselves, and their losses are said to 
have been so heavy that I do not name the 
number, as it is incredible, The truth 
possibly is that a couple of hundred were 














killed or left on the field, besides some 
Annamese. 

But whatever may by the truth of this 
particular adventure, it is clear that China 
as made a great muddle of the whole 
business, When it had become clear to 
her that it was not an extension of com- 
mercial privileges that France was seeking, 
but rather a change of froutier, China 
ought to have sont part of her fleet, aud a 
respectable force of disciplined troops to 
occupy the country in dispute, with a 
determination to maintain her alleged rights 
ofsuzerainty overit. By so doing, France 
would have been deterred from continuing 
her aggressions in that quarter, aud th 
present troubles might have been avoided, 
France was actually wavering; she was 
ou the point of abaudoning her preteu- 
sious to annexation, and could easily 
haye been persuaded to renounce her 
self-asserted protectorate also, All that 
was required was a little tact aud firmuess, 
in dealing with this now serious question. 
‘The defence of ‘Tonquiu should never have 
been entrusted to the Black Flags, nor 
the Governor-General of the Yun-kuei 
Provinces — a fiery anti-foreigiier, who 
had already shown his dangerous qualities 
there and elsewhere. China might have 
commanded the services of capable men, 
whose hearts were as true as steel towards 
her and her cause ; but she refused to 
trust them with the necessary power, or 
even to avail herself of their advice. ‘The 
War Party preténded to be very anxious 
to measure the military abilities of China 
with all nations, and get they were too 
cowardly to make a firm stand ag 
France alone, and to vindicate the 
lity to maintain the rights of China 
cause they considered just. They have 
proved them: unworthy of th 
fidence reposed in them, and their oft- 
repeated assertions of beiug true patriots 
turn out to be nothing but gas and boastful 
devices, to secure the power and means of 
making money. The true friewds of China 
have not been heard, nor their wise 
counsels taken into consideration. The 
results of the auti-foreign braggery indulged 
in before the fall of Sontay is that a 
favourable opportunity has been neglected, 
and a good cause sacrificed. Instead of 
China being the mistress of the East, she is 
onthe very verge of collapse, through 
singlereverse. The braggarts who have: 
thered their nests are now very anxioustogo 
and coil themselves down into them. ‘They 
ought never to have left their deus, and 
the country is not likely to mourn their 
return thereto. ‘They have led the nation 
into a difficulty, from which they have 
proved themselves unable to extricate it, 
‘The sooner they retire th: e 
they be 
the tune now sung by 
inded Chinese, during these 
ring Political satires 
are the order of tho day, and the anti-foreigi 
clique are cousiderably mortified by their 
incapacity and inability to perform the 
task they had been so importunate to 
obtain. They were exceedingly anxious 
to fight with all mankind, thatis, with the 
peaceable foreign residents of th 
Ports ; yet they have failed to drive the 
French out of Tonquin as they had 
promised to do, aud have even been

THE FIGHTING AT SONTAI.

listen to groundless ramours and entertain 
doubts.

Numerous supplementary tax 
stations have bsen established without the 
sanction of the Board of Revenue, and the 
tax on native opium, the growth and sale 
of which was prohibited by ‘Tso Tsung- 
tanz, has been revived by the present 
Governor, which necessarily carries with it 
a relaxation of prohibition against tho 
cultivation of the poppy. It is not for the

enacted, and retaining it in the two adjacent 
provinces of Kansu and Shansi. Be that 
as it may, the taxation of native opium was

the Iaw above quoted. Inasmuch, how- 
‘ever, as it appears that the crime was com- 
mitted in a fit of mental aberration caused 
by drink, and was not attributable to design, 
thoro aro certain mitigating circumstances 
inhis favour which would ontitle thedefend- 
ant to the privilege secured by the modified 
regulations which have received the lm- 
perial sanction, Under these modified 
ulations the ponalty would be close eon- 

iuement for a term of three years. But, 
on the other hand, as the defendat 
civil official of low rank, a1 victimami 
tary officer of highstation, astrict adherence 
to the modified regulations would cause 
uo distinction to be drawn between the 
crime now under consideration and that of 
ordinary people.

(8) A Memorial from the Governor- 
General Li Hung-chang reporting the 
successful termination of the efforts which 
have been made to close the breaches in 
the Yung-ting river whieh have been the 
cause of so. much disaster. fany diffi- 
culties have been encountered which have 
delayed the prompt conclusion of this 
portant undertaking, a want of materials 
and the powerful current in tho breaches 
being amongst the chief obstacles. The 
latter was 80 difficult to overcome that it 
was not until the workmen were able to 
take advantage of the ice that the breaches 
wore finally closed at a total cost for labour 
and materials of Tis. 52,000 and upwards. 
‘The Memorial concludes with an applica- 
tion for the bertowal of marks of Im- 
perial approbation upon the officers to 
whose energies the conclusion of this im- 
portant undertaking is due. 

(8) A Joint Momorial from the Governor 
General of the Hu Kuang Provinces aud 
the Governor of Hupeh roporting th 
currence of a disastrous flood in the Ching- 
shun District of the latter province owing 
to the carrying away of an embankment. 
‘This embankment, which has recently been 
constructed at Government expense in place 
of tho old one by tho District Maxistrate, 
has been so badly pl 
it did not prove auticiently strong to resist 
a heavy pressure of water caused by the 
rising of the stroam after heavy rain, with 
the result that over 1,500 feet. of t! 
embankment have been washed away, 
1,700 foot of the old, and a vast expanse of 
country has been submerged, 76 poople 
being drowned. The Magistrate hus beon 
removed, and tried on a charge of criminal 
noglect. ‘The law lays down that wanton 
destruction of river embankments which 
leads to loss of life or injury to person

render them unsafe. His offence there- 
fore hardly comes within the scope of

Tt having been represented to them that 
the British Government might grant the 
use of the vacant piece of land behind th 
British Post Oftice as a site for a Church if 
it were applied for, an application was made 
to the Board of Works in May last, but no 
reply has yet been received. 

‘There aré two sites now offering. The 
first is a triangular. piece of land on the 
Bund north of the British Consulate, 
known, as lot No. 1199, and measuring, 
deed, mow 4.0.7. ‘The foreshore 
Creek, upon which the 
lower Boathouse now stands. goes with the 
property... But Municipal Council 
claim a right to all the foreshore on the 
south side -of the Soochow Creek, and an 
action, is now pending in 4.B.M. Supreme 
Court, which will ‘settle the question. 
There are now eight houses on the land, 
five of which might be allowed to remain, 
and, be rented. The other site is on the 
reclaimed foreshote of the Soochow Creek, 
Hongkew, in front of Mr. Grant’s house, 
at the corner of Astor and Whangpoo 
Roads, ‘subject to the issue of a question 
as to right of reclamation. As the Com- 
mittee can get the exact quantity of land 
necessary for a site, unincumbered by 
buildings, they have decided, bya majority, 
to réconimeiid the selection of the Intter 
to the Congregation, two members

To the Editor of the

attracted attention in years past; and I 
aii informed that efforts liave-beon made 
to remove the obstruction by dredging. 
‘The increasing, formation of, these bauks 
in the slack water of the embouchuro is 
now exciting 5] interest, from the fact 
that, in add impediinent, 
there is being created artificially another 
supposed source of evil,.in the shape of 
an embankment on the Hongkew side. 
The ebb tide in the Huangpu River, 
flowing with much greater force nearly ata 
right angle across the mouth of the Soo- 
chow Creek, checks the ebb of this affluent, 
anid, while backing it up, causes slack 
then, the alluvium which has been 
in suspension by the velocity and 
turmoil of the current sinks to the bottom, 
and raises the bed of the river. ‘This 
formation will rapidly grow, because the 
force of the ebb will be less aa the depth 
of the mouth decrenses. This is not the 
only evil of bar across the entrance of the 
Creek ; for it is an established principle 
that shallow water checks the influence 
of the tidal waves by its steepening 
action. ‘The best meaus.of keeping the 
embouchure of a tidal river open is 
by allowing the free flow of the tidal flood 



































aud tidal’ebb, ‘The tidal flood sweeps 





along with sand, mud, and other deposits, 
and hias a tendency to silt up ; whereas the, 
ebb tends to scour, so that it is desirable, 
i is benefit of the flood, to 
try and increase the force of the ebb.. 
Confining the channel at t! 
river will lessen tho deposition of silt in 
the embouchure; but in the case of the Soo- 
chow Creek it would so materially intor- 
fore with the tidal action that no benefit 
would result unless the, outlet of. the 
Greek could be turned more in the dow 
eam direction of the Huangpu River, 
causing the current of the Soochow Creek to 
run more in the line of that of the Huang; 
‘This might be effected by bunding 
the Garden side of the Crock and throwing 
as much as possible upon the 
le, this enabling the Soochow 
to discharge lower down thé main 
river. ‘Therefore it would be better 
that the Garden foreshore should, be en- 
tirely reclaimed, atid the Soochow Crock 
confined between embankments, .bué as 
noar as possible to the road. which 
rane in front of the Astor House toward 
the Japanese. Consulate. If porsible, 
portion of the garden of the Consulate 
Which projects into the river should 
purchased, so that the sharp corner which’ 
considerably interferes with the entrauce 
of the flood tide should be rounded off.

‘The question now arises what effect tho 
the new bunding or reclamation now in 
progress will have. I have called this a su 
posed evil, because so many people ha 
the shrewdness to imagine that it will 
prejudicial to the navigation of the Creo! 
but without being able to oxplain why, 
If this reclamation is carried out it will 
have the opposite effect to that which would 
be gained by gitiding the Soochow Creek 
along the Hougkew bank, as I have already 
described, for— ; 

—It is the wrong side of the Creek to 
reclaim. 

2.—It will change Uio line of the otirrent 
in the Soochow Greek and drive it more 
toward the Garden side, and cause it to 
discharge itself farther ‘up the Huang) 
River instead of down the river, which it 
should rightly do. 

3.—By directing the current of the’ So 
chow Creek up the Huangpu River it is 
brought in direct opposition to the atrongor 
tide in the main river. ‘ 

4.—It will turn the channel of the Croek 
more out of the line of the tidal flood, 
That the navigation of the Soochow Cres! 
depends upon the tidal flood and ebb which 
bears the cargo-boats up and down ita 
course, nobody will deny. 

‘To gain the full beivefit of those tides it 
is necessary that the direction of the lower 
channel of the Soocliow Oreck should'lie as 
much as possible parallel to that of the 
tidal currents in tlie main stream,

Loss OF THE “TRIUMPH.” 

The following account of the shipwreck 
of this steamer is from an Australian paper. 
‘The Triumph loaded teas at Hankow this 

























season. The Triumph having discharged 
the Auckland portion of her cargo tovk her 
departure for Wellington (at which port a 
large shipment of frozen meat for the home 
market awaited her) on the night of the 29th 
November. And uow comes one of the most 
curious stories in naval annals, ‘The night 
was bright at , and going down the 
harbour the land was clearly visible on each 
side.
